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Our  road  is  not  built  to  last  a  thousand  years,  yet  in  a 
sense  it  is.  When  a  road  is  once  built,  it  is  a  strange  thing 
how  it  collects  traffic,  how  every  year  as  it  goes  on,  more 
and  more  people  are  found  to  walk  thereon,  and  others  are 
raised  up  to  repair  and  perpetuate  it,  and  keep  it  alive.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  23,  Chapter  2  of  the  Acts 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  1921  (GS  136-12)  we  respectfully  submit  here- 
with the  Twenty-Ninth  Biennial  Report  of  the  State  Highway  Commission 
of  North  Carolina. 

Statute  136-12  directs  that  this  Report  be  sent  to  the  General  Assembly 
on  or  before  the  tenth  day  after  the  convening  of  each  regular  session. 
Statute  136-10  also  directs  that  the  report  of  the  State  Auditor  shall  be 
made  a  part  of  this  report.  Since  the  report  of  the  State  Auditor  was  not 
available  in  order  for  the  State  Highway  Commission  to  comply  with  the 
requirement  as  to  the  date  the  report  should  be  submitted,  and  since  the 
State  Auditor  makes  his  report  available  to  the  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  and  to  the  public,  this  report  includes  the  unaudited  financial 
report  prepared  by  the  State  Highway  Commission's  controller.

FOREWORD 

Since  the  first  Highway  Commission  was  named  in  North  Carolina 
by  Governor  Locke  Craige  in  1915,  the  mission  has  been  the  same- 
that  is  to  provide  a  safe  and  efficient  highway  system  for  the  trans- 
portation of  people  and  goods.  This  has  been  the  guiding  principle 
of  the  present  commission. 

The  biennium  covered  in  this  report  was  a  remarkable  one  for  the 
state's  highway  program  in  many  ways. 

Aided  by  the  two-cents-per-gallon  increase  in  the  gasoline  tax, 
which  was  enacted  by  the  1969  General  Assembly,  the  state  was 
able  to  break  all  records  for  dollars  spent  for  construction  in  each  of 
the  two  years. 

This  was  the  first  full  biennium  that  the  present  Highway  Com- 
mission had  served,  since  they  assumed  office  in  mid-1969,  and  the 
large  contract  lettings  were  the  result  of  a  vigorous  construction 
program  its  members  authorized  shortly  after  they  were  installed. 

An  original  list  of  200  priority  projects  approved  in  1969  was  up 
dated  during  each  of  the  two  years  as  projects  on  the  original  list 
were  gotten  to  the  contract  stage. 

One  can  not  mention  the  biennium  without  mentioning  the  word 
environment.  It  was  during  this  period  that  new  federal  and  state 
laws  requiring  statements  on  the  environmental  impact  of  projects 
became  operative. 

This  added  requirement,  which  was  no  doubt  needed  and  in  the 
public  interest,  nevertheless  extended  the  time  necessary  to  get  a 
project  to  contract  and  it  will  have  a  delaying  effect  on  future  pro- 
jects. 

Much  progress  was  made  during  the  biennium  on  the  interstate, 
primary  and  urban  systems.  The  secondary  road  system's  allocation 
for  construction,  which  had  been  doubled  in  the  fiscal  year  1969-70, 
returned  to  normal.  The  cost  of  maintenance,  which  has  been  rising 
every  year,  continued  to  rise  and  is  now  approaching  $100  million  a 
year.  Safety  measures  were  stressed  and  a  new  highway  sign  and 
marking  change  was  begun. 

The  present  Highway  Commission  entered  into  office  with  an 
avowed  purpose  of  improving  the  primary  system,  and  building 
roads  in  the  eastern  and  western  sections  of  the  state  where  a  people 
exodus  has  been  occurring  for  several  years. 

Realizing  that  these  sections  need  industry  and  the  jobs  it  brings 
and  realizing  that  industry  demands  good  highways,  the  Com- 
mission has  sought  to  use  the  highway  system  as  a  weapon  in  the 
fight  for  a  better  overall  economy. 
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Even  though  there  were  economic  problems  in  the  nation  during 
a  part  of  the  two-year  period,  it  is  certain  that  such  a  policy  will 
pay  off  for  these  regions  where  small  farms  are  having  difficulty  in 
surviving. 

For  many  years,  North  Carolina  has  been  known  as  the  "Good 
Roads  State." 

Centainly  the  large  amount  of  construction  which  was  started 
in  the  1970-72  biennium  will  do  much  to  help  the  state  retain  that 
reputation.

THE  HIGHWAY  SYSTEMS 

During  the  biennium  1970-72,  the  total  miles  of  streets  and  high- 
ways in  North  Carolina  rose  to  86,478,  about  100  miles  more  than 
at  the  two-year  period's  start. 

Of  this  mileage,  there  are  10,248  miles  of  streets  which  are  not 
on  the  state  system  but  are  under  control  of  municipalities.  There 
are  also  1,862  miles  of  park  roads  which  are  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  either  the  state  or  federal  government. 

The  remainder  of  the  miles  of  highways,  74,368  miles,  are  the 
responsibility  of  the  State  Highway  Commission.  This  makes  the 
North  Carolina  Highway  Commission  responsible  for  the  con- 
struction and  maintenance  of  more  highway  mileage  than  any  other 
single  state  road  department  in  the  United  States. 

Following  is  a  brief  summary  of  the  progress  made  during  the 
biennium  of  the  state's  primary,  secondary,  urban  and  interstate 
highways. 


CONTRACT  ACTIVITY 

Contracting  activity  broke  all  records  in  money  volume  during 
the  two  fiscal  years  contained  in  the  1970-72  biennium. 

With  the  extra  two  cents  per  gallon  tax  on  motor  fuels  provided 
by  the  1969  General  Assembly  available  for  the  full  biennium,  the 
Highway  Commission  was  able  to  obligate  more  dollars  to  contract 
than  ever  before. 

In  1970-71,  the  state  awarded  contracts  totaling  $166,286,846, 
a  new  record,  and  then  promptly  broke  the  record  in  1971-72  with 
a  total  of  $176,255,102.  The  previous  high  figure  was  $148.7  million 
in  1968-69,  a  peak  year  under  the  1965  Road  Bond  Program. 

With  gasoline  tax  collections  rising  each  year,  Highway  officials 
feel  that  these  high  volume  contract  totals  will  be  maintained,  even 
though  more  and  more  money  is  being  siphoned  off  for  maintenance 
each  year.

THE  INTERSTATE  SYSTEM 

North  Carolina's  portion  of  the  Interstate  Highway  System  moved 
ahead  significantly  during  the  period  from  July,  1970  to  June,  1972. 

The  system,  designed  to  tie  all  parts  of  the  nation  together  with 
a  42,500-mile  network  of  freeways  was  started  in  1956.  Originally, 
the  completion  date  was  1972,  but  this  has  now  been  extended  to 
1980  as  increased  costs  and  cutbacks  and  freezes  of  federal  funds 
have   caused   numerous   delays. 

And  toward  the  end  of  the  biennium,  the  program  suffered  another 
setback  when  the  national  administration  in  Washington  announced 
that  North  Carolina  will  receive  in  1972-73  some  $20  millions  less 
than  Congress  appropriated. 

North  Carolina  has  838  miles  of  interstate  highways  as  its  part 
of  the  national  network.  During  the  biennium,  99  miles  were 
opened  to  traffic,  making  562  miles  of  the  superhighway  completed 
in  the  state. 

And  as  the  biennium  ended,  another  100  miles  were  under  con- 
struction with  36  miles  due  to  be  completed  in  calendar  1972. 

Some  notable  "missing  links"  in  the  system  were  opened  to 
traffic  during  the  two  year  period. 

They  included: 

The  30-mile  section  between  Winston-Salem  and  Statesville 

on  1-40 

The  new  12-mile  section  between  Raleigh  and  the  Research 

Triangle  on  1-40 

The  last  31  miles  between  Durham  and  Henderson,  making 

1-85  complete  all  the  way  from  Greensboro  to  its  northern 

terminus  at  Petersburg,  Va. 

The  12-mile  section  between  Concord  and  Charlotte  on  1-85 

There  are  five  interstate  routes  in  North  Carolina  and  here  is  a 
brief  look  at  each: 

1-26  runs  from  the  South  Carolina  line  via  Hendersonville  to 
Asheville  where  it  connects  with  1-40.  Its  southern  terminus  is 
Charleston,  S.  C.  This  40-mile  route  was  practically  complete  at 
the  end  of  the  biennium  but  some  earth  slide  problems  in  the  Saluda 
area  must  be  solved  before  the  remaining  7.3  mile  segment  can  be 
completed. 

1-40  originally  ran  from  Greensboro  to  Barstow,  Calif,  with  its 
western  terminus  in  North  Carolina  at  the  Tennessee  line.  Ad- 
ditional mileage  granted  the  state  extended  the  route  to  run  from 
1-85  in  the  Hillsborough  area  via  Raleigh  and  Durham  to  connect 
with  1-95  near  Four  Oaks. 

All  of  the  original  1-40  mileage  is  open,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Hickory  Bypass  and  two  sections  in  western  North  Carolina  near

Asheville,  from  Cove  Creek  to  Clyde,  now  being  built,  and  from 
Asheville  to  Black  Mountain,  a  portion  of  which  is  under  construc- 
tion. 

Opposition  from  environmentalists  seems  likely  to  delay  the 
construction  of  the  new  mileage  in  the  Durham  area. 

1-77  runs  from  Columbia,  S.  C.  to  Cleveland,  Ohio,  with  its  North 
Carolina  segment  running  from  the  South  Carolina  to  the  Virginia 
lines,  via  Charlotte,  Statesville  and  Elkin. 

Less  than  one-half  of  this  route  is  complete  within  the  state,  but 
construction  contracts  were  let  for  some  40  miles  during  the  biennium 
in  Mecklenburg,  Iredell,  Yadkin,  and  Surry  counties. 

1-85,  the  interstate  highway  with  the  greatest  mileage  in  the  state, 
runs  from  Petersburg,  Va.  to  Montgomery,  Ala.  In  North  Carolina, 
it  runs  from  the  Virginia  to  the  South  Carolina  line,  by  way  of 
Durham,  Greensboro  and  Charlotte.  With  the  exception  of  a 
section  between  Greensboro  and  Lexington,  which  is  a  four  lane 
highway  without  full  access  control,  this  route  is  complete  in  North 
Carolina.  One  contract  on  this  missing  link  was  let  during  the 
biennium. 

1-95  is  the  ' 'eastern"  interstate  route,  running  from  Maine  to 
Florida,  and  in  North  Carolina  runs  from  the  Virginia  line  to  South 
Carolina,  by  way  of  Rocky  Mount,  Fayetteville  and  Lumberton. 
Sections  incomplete  include  the  Fayetteville  Bypass  (the  subject  of 
a  federal  court  suit  brought  by  a  local  group  seeking  to  stop  the 
bypass  plans)  and  a  37-mile  section  between  Gold  Rock  and  Kenly. 
The  third  bottle-neck,  from  Lumberton  to  the  South  Carolina  line 
is  under  construction  and  due  to  be  finished  during  calendar  1972.

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THE  PRIMARY  SYSTEM 

When  the  present  Highway  Commission  assumed  office,  it  agreed 
that  high  priority  would  be  given  to  improving  the  state's  primary 
highway  system. 

During  the  biennium  1970-72,  the  Commission  stuck  to  this  course. 

Two  long-awaited  projects,  east-west  multi-lane  highways  to 
connect  the  Coast  and  the  Piedmont,  advanced  steadily  and  at  the 
period's  end  were  at  a  stage  where  the  last  missing  links  would  be 
under  contract  during  the  next  administration. 

Both  US  70,  from  Morehead  City  to  Durham,  where  it  connects 
with  Interstate  85,  and  US  74  from  Wilmington  to  Interstate  26  in 
Polk  County,  will  be  either  complete  or  under  construction  during 
the  next  two  or  three  years  unless  something  unforeseen  occurs. 

North  Carolina,  which  has  some  13,000  miles  of  primary  highways, 
had  some  1,200  miles  which  were  four-laned  at  the  biennium's  end. 
Work  on  improving  many  other  roads  in  the  state's  primary  network 
was  let  to  contract  during  the  two-year  span. 

Some  of  the  other  roads  that  were  in  some  stage  of  being  up- 
graded were  US  64  between  Zebulon  and  Tarboro;  US  220  and  US 
421  south  of  Greensboro;  US  1  from  Sanford  to  Moncure;  US  264 
between  Zebulon  and  Wilson;  NC  24  between  Camp  Lejeune  and 
Swansboro;  US  64  in  Clay  and  Macon  Counties;  and  US  19-23  in 
Buncombe  and  Madison  Counties. 

Also,  US  321  from  Hickory  to  Lenoir;  US  19A  in  the  Sylva  vicin- 
ity; US  64  in  Macon  and  Clay  counties  and  NC  181  in  Burke  and 
Avery  counties. 

These  and  other  projects  represented  a  surge  of  improvements 
on  the  primary  system,  that  is  so.  important  to  the  transportation 
and  economic  well  being  of  the  state.  And  the  record  amounts  of 
money  allocated  to  construction  contracts  during  the  two  years 
shows  just  how  vigorous  the  primary  upgrading  is  and  how  much 
momentum  it  has  attained. 

This  program,  as  it  continues,  should  be  of  invaluable  help  in 
obtaining  new  industry  that  seeks  to  locate  plants  where  good 
transportation  is  available. 
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THE  URBAN  SYSTEM 

North  Carolina  has  been  a  leader  in  the  development  and  imple- 
mentation of  urban  transportation  and  now  more  than  120  cities  and 
towns  in  the  state  have  thoroughfare  plans  that  were  developed  by 
the  Highway  Commission  and  the  municipalities  themselves. 

Even  though  the  state  has  no  large  population  centers,  urban 
traffic  problems  require  more  attention  and  more  money  each  year. 
This  will  continue  to  be  true  as  the  cities  grow  and  more  cars  appear 
constantly  on  the  state's  roads. 

During  the  biennium  1970-72,  many  streets  within  city  boundaries 
that  are  extensions  of  primary  or  secondary  roads  were  improved 
to  help  inter-city  traffic  move  more  safely  and  efficiently  and  by- 
passes were  constructed  to  move  through  traffic  around  cities  rather 
than  through  them. 

Some  of  this  urban  construction  is  the  most  complicated  and 
most  expensive  on  the  state  system.  Freeway  projects  in  cities  such 
as  Charlotte  can  cost  several  million  dollars  per  mile. 

During  the  biennium,  projects  which  were  let  to  contract  included 
bypasses  of  Greenville,  Goldsboro,  Clinton  and  Franklin.  A  Central 
Business  District  Loop  was  placed  under  contract  in  Fayetteville 
and  freeway  projects  were  started  or  continued  in  Charlotte,  Dur- 
ham, Winston-Salem,  and  other  cities  and  towns. 

Operating  under  a  federal  program  named  Traffic  Operations  Pro- 
gram to  Improve  Capacity  and  Safety  (TOPICS),  many  cities  joined 
with  the  federal  government  to  fund  needed  projects  to  meet  traffic 
problems.     The  state  acts  as  a  supervising  agency  under  TOPICS. 

Probably  the  most  dramatic  development  as  far  as  urban  areas 
are  concerned  during  the  biennium  had  to  do  with  the  Powell  Bill, 
which  allocates  state  gasoline  tax  money  to  the  cities  and  towns  on 
the  basis  of  population  and  street  mileage  which  is  not  on  the  state 
system. 

The  1971  General  Assembly  voted  to  increase  Powell  Bill  funds 
from  one-half  cent  per  gallon  tax  to  a  full  cent,  doubling  the  amount 
of  money  the  municipalities  will  receive  when  the  allocations  are 
made  in  1972. 

The  cities  and  towns  will  receive  over  $25  million  this  year  as 
compared  to  an  allocation  of  $12.5  million  for  the  previous  year. 
These  funds  are  provided  to  improve  city  streets  that  are  not  on  the 
state  system  and  not  the  responsibility  of  the  state. 
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THE  SECONDARY  ROADS  SYSTEM 

Significant  progress  was  made  in  improving  the  state's  Secondary 
Road  System  during  the  biennium  1970-72. 

Although  less  funds  were  available  for  secondary  road  work  than 
during  the  previous  two  years,  more  than  1,000  miles  were  paved 
and  another  440  miles  were  improved  by  stabilization. 

During  the  second  year  of  the  previous  biennium,  the  State 
Highway  Commission  doubled  the  secondary  road  allocation  from 
$16  million  to  $32  million.  This  was  a  one-time  occurrence  and  it 
was  agreed  that  the  extra  money  would  be  repaid  during  later  years. 

Consequently,  the  Commission  voted  to  spend  $10  million  on 
secondary  road  construction  in  1970-71  and  $12  million  in  1971-72. 

During  the  first  year,  514  miles  were  paved  and  231  miles  were 
stabilized.  During  the  second  year,  511  miles  were  paved  and  208 
miles  were  stabilized.  This  means  that  some  38,000  miles  of  the 
state's  61,000  miles  of  secondary  roads  are  now  paved. 

This  is  a  far  cry  from  1949  when  the  late  Governor  Kerr  Scott 
launched  his  $200  million  road  bond  issue  with  the  slogan  of  "get 
North  Carolina  out  of  the  mud."  At  that  time,  only  7,000  miles  of 
secondary  roads  were  paved. 

The  secondary  system  has  taken  on  added  importance  in  recent 
years  as  many  residents  of  rural  areas  have  taken  jobs  that  requires 
them  to  commute  to  more  urban  areas. 
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BRIDGES 

North  Carolina's  efforts  to  improve  its  system  of  bridges  had  no 
let  up  during  the  biennium. 

Besides  completing  several  new  bridges,  the  Highway  Commission 
let  to  contract  a  number  of  bridge  construction  projects. 

One  major  bridge  that  was  opened  to  traffic  was  at  Bogue  Sound, 
where  the  structure  connects  the  mainland  and  Emerald  Isle  and 
where  more  than  a  million  persons  a  year  were  crossing  on  ferries 
prior  to  the  construction  of  the  bridge.  This  high  rise  bridge  has 
been  entered  in  competition  for  the  most  beautiful  bridge  of  its  class 
and  type  (pre-cast  concrete)  in  the  United  States. 

Other  bridges  which  were  opened  to  traffic  included  one  at  Top- 
sail Beach  in  Onslow  County  and  across  the  Catawba  River  at 
Rhodhiss  in  Caldwell  and  Burke  Counties. 

Included  in  structures  let  to  contract  were  a  bridge  over  the 
Pasquotank  River  at  Elizabeth  City;  across  the  Cape  River  at 
Erwin;  on  the  Smith  River  at  Eden;  on  the  French  Broad  River  at 
Asheville  and  the  Banks  Channel  Bridge  at  Wrightsville  Beach. 

And  the  Bridge  Department  also  had  its  problems  during  the 
biennium.  In  September,  1971,  a  runaway  barge  demolished  the 
bridge  on  NC  133  which  connected  Oak  Island  with  the  mainland 
near  Southport,  cutting  off  transportation  to  the  island  and  its 
beaches. 

Ferries  were  moved  to  the  spot  and  operated  until  the  Bridge 
Department,  operating  on  a  crash  schedule,  had  a  temporary  barge 
bridge  in  position  some  two  months  after  the  mishap.  This  will 
serve  the  island  until  a  new  bridge  can  be  built,  and  a  measure  of 
how  well  it  is  serving  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  8,700  cars,  more  than 
the  former  bridge  ever  carried,  crossed  it  one  day  this  summer. 

Work  on  minor  bridge  construction  projects  also  was  pushed 
during  the  two-year  period.  In  the  previous  biennium,  Governor 
Scott  had  allocated  $2.2  million  to  replace  23  sub-standard  bridges. 
At  the  bienniums's  end,  22  of  these  were  either  completed  or  under 
contract. 
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RIGHT  OF  WAY 

Record  contract  lettings  during  the  biennium,  1970-72,  caused 
high  right  of  way  costs,  and  nearly  $50  million  was  spent  by  the 
Highway  Commission  in  the  two-year  period  for  property  needed 
for  building  highways. 

The  total  expenditures  for  right  of  way  was  $49.7  million,  which 
was  slightly  more  than  the  $46.1  million  spent  during  the  previous 
biennium.  In  1970-71,  the  total  amount  spent  for  right  of  way  was 
$22.2  million  and  in  1971-72,  the  total  was  $27.5  million. 

There  was  no  doubt  that  inflation  helped  to  increase  the  amount 
spent,  and  this  appears  likely  to  affect  right  of  way  costs  in  the 
future,  just  as  it  is  expected  to  affect  construction  and  all  other 
highway  activities.

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THE  FERRY  SYSTEM 

The  State  Ferry  System,  which  is  operated  by  the  Highway 
Commission,  discontinued  one  operation  during  the  1970-72  bi- 
ennium  but  started  another  to  keep  its  total  of  six  routes. 

Closed  was  the  Bogue  Sound  operation,  where  a  high  rise  bridge 
was  opened  in  the  summer  of  1971.  This  was  the  operation  with  the 
heaviest  passenger  load — too  heavy  during  the  summer  months — 
as  more  and  more  persons  crossed  from  the  mainland  to  Emerald 
Isle  for  recreation.  More  than  a  million  persons  were  annually 
travelling  to  and  from  the  island  at  the  time  the  new  bridge  was 
opened. 

A  new  free  ferry  operation  was  started  to  run  between  Minnesott 
Beach  in  Pamlico  County  and  Cherry  Branch  in  Craven  County, 
near  Havelock  and  the  Cherry  Point  Marine  facility.  This  has 
benefitted  many  civilian  employees  at  the  Marine  Base,  cutting 
their  travel  in  getting  to  and  from  their  jobs. 

The  state  operates  two  toll  ferries,  the  Cedar  island-Ocracoke  run 
and  the  route  between  Southport  and  Fort  Fisher,  and  three  other 
toll  free  facilities,  between  the  mainland  and  Knotts  Island;  across 
the  Pamlico  River  from  Aurora  to  Bayview  and  across  Hatteras 
Inlet  to  Ocracoke  Island. 

Even  with  the  elimination  of  the  Bogue  Sound  ferry,  more  than 
a  million  persons  ride  these  boats  yearly.  At  Hatteras  Inlet,  the 
free  ferry  takes  more  than  a  half-million  persons  to  and  from  Ocra- 
coke annually.  Another  150,000  ride  the  toll  run  between  Ocracoke 
and  Cedar  Island. 

During  the  biennium  the  ferry  fleet  underwent  a  major  program  of 
overhaul  and  rebuilding,  with  many  of  the  vessels  being  enlarged 
and  all  equipped  with  radar. 

The  cost  of  operating  this  fleet  to  the  State  is  considerable,  but 
the  operation  is  regarded  as  a  prime  tourist  attraction,  especially 
at  Ocracoke  where  thousands  of  visitors  journey  each  year.

MAINTENANCE 

The  highway  system  has  grown  to  where  it  now  consists  of 
74,368.45  miles,  and  as  the  system  grows  beyond  this  point  the  cost 
of  carrying  out  the  necessary  maintenance  operations  will  increase. 

During  the  last  biennium  $190  millions  of  the  Highway  Com- 
mission's budget  were  spent  for  maintenance  operations.  This 
includes  everything  from  small  surface  patching  to  contract  re- 
surfacing with  hot  mixers,  improving  roadside  drainage,  mowing 
of  slopes,  shoulders  and  median  strips;  the  removal  of  ice  and  snow 
in  winter;  the  maintenance  of  roadside  rest  areas  and  welcome 
centers;  the  maintenance  and  installation  of  all  traffic  control  devices 
such  as  signs,  signals  and  pavement  markings,  and  the  cost  of  elec- 
tricity for  traffic  signals  on  State  Highway  System  streets  in  in- 
corporated areas;  also,  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  draw- 
bridges over  the  navigable  streams  near  the  coast. 

During  the  past  biennium  approximately  76,700  tons  of  sodium 
and  calcium  chlorides  were  used.  This  was  used  in  conjunction  with 
many  pieces  of  equipment,  among  which  are  over  800  motorized 
graders  and  six  heavy  duty  large  rotary  snow  plows  together  with 
the  approximately  11,000  permanent  employees  and  2,000  temporary 
employees. 

Maintenance  crews  in  the  event  of  deep  snows  begin  working  with 
salt  and  equipment  on  the  interstate  and  major  primary  highways 
then  turn  their  attention  to  lesser  primary  roads  and  important 
secondary  roads  with  particular  attention  paid  to  bridges,  and 
finally  work  the  less  important  paved  secondary  and  unpaved 
secondary  roads. 

Another  phase  of  the  maintenance  operations  which  is  associated 
with  warmer  weather,  the  Maintenance  Department  operates  1625 
mowing  machines  of  all  types  in  mowing  approximately  250,000 
miles  of  shoulders  and  medians,  islands  and  grounds  around  rest 
areas  and  welcome  centers. 

In  addition  to  all  of  this,  the  Highway  Commission  spent  ap- 
proximately $2.5  million  per  year  to  clean  up  litter  along  the  high- 
ways deposited  there  by  thoughtless  motorists  and  to  repair  or 
replace  damaged  signs  and  traffic  control  devices  at  a  cost  of  ap- 
proximately $500,000.00  due  to  vandalism. 
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TRAFFIC  ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 

As  the  number  of  motor  vehicles  operating  on  our  North  Carolina 
Highway  System  grows  larger  each  year,  it  becomes  increasingly 
important  that  our  streets  and  highways  be  designed  to  provide 
the  optimum  in  safety  and  efficiency  of  operation. 

The  Traffic  Engineering  Department  is  responsible  for  the 
planning,  design,  and  operation  of  all  traffic  control  devices  that  aid 
in  improving  the  safety  and  flow  of  traffic  on  our  North  Carolina 
streets  and  highways.  Among  these  are  pavement  markings, 
traffic  markers,  signs,  and  traffic  signals — whether  used  on  new 
designs  or  on  existing  facilities. 

The  Traffic  Engineering  Department  is  also  concerned  with  means 
for  improving  efficiency  by  the  use  of  one-way  street  systems, 
arterial  routes,  and  by  controlling  the  use  of  these  facilities. 

Parking,  channelization,  and  the  integration  of  street  and  highway 
lighting  into  the  overall  highway  plans  is  also  a  responsibility  of  the 
Traffic  Engineering  Department,  as  is  the  continual  surveillance  of 
all  facilities  to  provide  background  data  for  future  traffic  improve- 
ments. 

During  the  last  biennium  much  work  was  accomplished  by  this 
Department  in  the  above-mentioned  activities: 

One  of  the  responsibilities  of  the  Traffic  Engineering  Department 
is  the  TOPICS  program.  TOPICS  is  the  acronym  for  "Traffic 
Operations  Program  to  Increase  Capacity  and  Safety"  in  urban 
areas.  There  are  presently  eighteen  North  Carolina  cities  and 
towns  participating  in  the  TOPICS  program.  TOPICS  funds 
obligated  through  the  biennium  ending  June  1972  amounted  to 
$9,326,655  and  included  a  total  of  174  projects.  The  Federal 
Government  provided  $4,650,489  of  this  amount,  and  the  remainder 
was  shared  by  State  and  City  funds. 

A  typical  TOPICS  type  improvement  is  one  that  has  recently 
been  completed  on  Downtown  Boulevard  in  Raleigh.  This  project 
involved  constructing  additional  lanes,  improving  ramp  terminals, 
installing  overhead  lighted  signs,  and  installing  guardrail  and  other 
safety  features  to  improve  capacity  and  decrease  potential  hazards. 

Routine  work  handled  by  the  Department  included  the  prepar- 
ation of  signing  plans  for  about  40  projects  on  expressways  and 
freeways  in  the  State.  These  include  plans  for  overhead  and 
breakaway  signs,  and  also  lighting  plans  for  Interstate  rest  areas. 

Approximately  330  existing  intersections  were  redesigned  by  the 
Department  to  reduce  hazards  and  traffic  delays.  This  is  achieved 
either  by  the  addition  of  various  types  of  channelization  or  by  a 
complete  redesign  of  the  geometries  of  the  intersection. 
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Under  the  Federal  Highway  Safety  Act  of  1966,  the  Department 
is  responsible  for  identifying  and  improving  high  accident  locations 
through  the  development  and  implementation  of  highway  safety 
programs,  and  also  for  maintaining  a  surveillance  of  the  locations 
having  high  accident  rates  or  having  major  losses  in  injuries  and 
property  damage. 

Work  in  this  area  during  the  biennium  included  the  filing  of 
296,000  accident  reports,  and  preparing  reports  on  3360  fatal 
accidents  to  determine  if  highway  features  were  responsible  for  the 
accidents. 

Over  1,000  collision  diagrams  and  470  "before  and  after"  studies 
were  prepared  to  evaluate  safety  improvement  projects.  Overall, 
evaluation  studies  showed  an  average  accident  reduction  rate  of 
7-10%  had  been  achieved. 

In  1971,  a  whole  new  system  of  signs  and  pavement  markings  was 
introduced  as  a  part  of  a  nation  wide  effort  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment and  all  of  the  states  to  make  highway  signs  uniform  through- 
out the  country. 

This  involved  switching  to  road  signs  on  which  symbols  generally 
replaced  words.  It  also  involved  the  increased  use  of  yellow  pave- 
ment marking. 

A  major  task  in  adopting  the  new  signs  was  informing  the  public 
because  they  are  a  drastic  departure  from  the  old  highway  signs. 
However,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Department  of  Motor  Vehicles, 
the  Governor's  Highway  Safety  Program  office  and  the  news  media — 
press,  television  and  radio — the  Traffic  Engineering  Department 
launched  a  comprehensive  information  campaign.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  this  made  the  transition  to  the  new  signs  easier  and  more 
effective. 
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PERSONNEL 

The  modern  day  complexity  of  planning,  constructing  and  main- 
taining the  Highway  system  in  North  Carolina  has  been  entrusted 
to  11,500  permanent  employees  and  an  average  of  2,000  temporary 
seasonal  employees.  The  employees  of  the  Commission  are  placed 
in  288  different  job  classification  titles  ranging  in  general  categories 
of  administration,  engineering,  skilled,  semi-skilled  and  professional 
occupations.  The  Highway  Commission  continues  to  maintain 
its  standard  of  workmanship  and  service  to  the  citizens  of  North 
Carolina  without  having  requested  an  increase  in  personnel  positions 
during  the  past  three  bienniums. 

The  Highway  Personnel  Department  is  charged  with  the  responsi- 
bilities of  advising  the  Highway  Administrator  and  assisting  in 
personnel  management  and  personnel  utilization  throughout  the 
Commission.  The  employee-employer  requirements  of  wages 
administration,  working  conditions,  grievance  procedures,  premium 
and  overtime  pay,  EEO  Programs,  training  and  recruiting  procedures 
have  become  more  demanding  in  the  1970-1972  era.  Personnel 
policies  are  continually  revised  with  emphasis  being  placed  on  fair 
employment  practices  and  fair  compensation  for  all  employees. 

During  the  1970-1972  period,  such  policies  as  overtime  pay, 
revised  maternity  leave,  in-service  training  concepts  and  others 
have  improved  the  wages  and  career  opportunities  for  the  employees. 
Other  monetary  benefits  were  received  by  the  employees,  such  as 
$450,000  in  longevity  pay  to  employees  during  the  biennium. 

A  majority  of  the  job  classifications  within  the  commission  have 
been  reviewed  for  possible  salary  adjustments  upward  during  the 
biennium.  New  classifications  have  been  established  in  the  Land- 
scape, Right  of  Way  and  Ferry  Operations  departments.  Part  I 
of  the  classification  study  of  the  secretarial  series  involved  more 
than  350  clerical  and  administrative  personnel  and  resulted  in  re- 
classification of  more  than  100  positions. 

The  Career  Development  Program  continues  to  insure  an  adequate 
supply  of  qualified  engineers  and  technicians  available  to  meet 
staffing  requirements.  Recruiting  at  colleges,  universities  and 
technical  institutes  throughout  the  Southeast  as  well  as  our  one  and 
two  year  formal  training  programs  has  insured  us  of  this  quality. 

Personnel  staff  field  representatives  were  assigned  to  specific 
divisions  and  departments  during  this  biennium.  The  duties  of  the 
representatives  are  to  coordinate,  communicate  and  advise  local 
management  and  employees  on  personnel  matters.  The  availability 
of  the  representative  in  the  field  area  has  reduced  grievances,  com- 
plaints and  increased  the  morale  of  the  employees.    The  service  of 
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the  Field  Representative  has  helped  the  Commission  to  maintain 
an  employment  turnover  rate  of  less  9%  annually. 

Over  4,100  service  emblems  and  700  retirement  certificates  and 
service  awards  were  presented  to  Highway  employees  during  the 
1970-1972  period.  Fifty-seven  of  these  employees  had  obtained 
over  forty  years  of  service  with  the  Commission  during  the  bien- 
nium.

these  Funds  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1971,  are  presented  in  the 
following  comments  and  attached  Exhibits  "A"  through  "D",  and  sup- 
porting Schedules,  "1"  through  "7": 

CURRENT  FUND 

Cash    in    Banks  — $21,372.93  — Exhibit   "A": 

Cash  in  Banks  consists  of  checking  accounts  established  in  various  banks 
throughout  the  State  for  the  payment  of  miscellaneous  emergency  bills  for 
less  than  $25.00.  Reimbursement  is  made  upon  submission  of  paid  invoices 
and  bills  or  receipts.  The  total  balance  in  these  funds  at  June  30,  1971,  is 
$21,372.93. 

Cash   on   Deposit  —  State   Treasurer  —  $213,983,321.43  —  Exhibit   "A": 

On  June  30,  1971,  cash  deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer  in  the  Cur- 
rent Fund  amounted  to  $213,983,321.43  as  compared  with  $183,624,673.06 
on  June  30,  1970,  an  increase  of  $30,358,648.37. 

Certificates   of   Deposit  —  U.    S.   Government   Contract  —  $1,200,000.00  — 
Exhibit  "A": 

In  order  for  the  Highway  Commission  to  handle  the  financing  for  the 
relocation  of  US  64,  due  to  the  construction  of  the  New  Hope  Dam,  a 
contract  was  executed  with  the  U.  S.  Corps  of  Engineers  on  May  18, 
1970,  which  required  the  Highway  Commission  to  purchase  and  place  in 
escrow,  with  Wachovia  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  Raleigh,  North  Caro- 
lina, certificates  of  deposit  in  the  amount  of  $1,500,000.00.  As  of  June 
30,  1971,  $300,000.00  of  this  deposit  has  been  released  leaving  a  balance 
of  $1,200,000.00. 

Travel  Advances  to  Employees  —  $36,613.00  —  Exhibit  "A": 

Advances  are  made  to  employees  under  two  conditions  and  in  such 
amounts  considered  necessary  to  meet  existing  needs.  One  condition  is 
that  the  employee  is  assigned  to  work  or  travel  that  is  of  a  temporary 
nature,  and  the  second  is  when  the  nature  of  the  employee's  work  takes 
him  away  from  his  home  or  place  of  abode  and  requires  constant,  if  not 
continual,  travel.  The  third  conditions  that  must  also  be  present  in  the 
preceding  circumstances  is  there  must  exist  a  need  for  funds  for  out-of- 
pocket  expenditures  in  an  amount  greater  than  that  the  employee  would 
normally  and  reasonably  be  expected  to  finance  from  his  own  personal 
funds.    These  advances  at  June  30,  1971,  amount  to  $36,613.00. 
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State   Departments,   Agencies,   and   Institutions  —  $693,275.94  —  Exhibit   "A": 

Accounts  Receivable  from  State  Departments  at  June  30,  1971,  amounted 
to  $693,275.94  of  which  $387,844.88  represents  accrual  of  Gasoline  Tax 
Refund  Due  from  Department  of  Revenue  for  April,  May,  and  June,  1971. 
The  remaining  balance  of  $305,431.06  represents  charges  for  material  or 
services  furnished  various  State  Departments,  Agencies  or  Institutions. 
A  list  of  these  and  the  amounts  due  from  them  on  June  30,  1971,  is  given 
in  Schedule  "1".  Of  this  amount,  $71,083.87  was  received  during  the 
month  of  July,  1971. 

Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  —  Imprest  Fund  —  $15,000.00  —  Exhibit  "A": 

The  balance  of  $15,000.00  shown  on  Exhibit  "A"  as  being  due  from  the 
Department  of  Motor  Vehicles  represents  an  advance  to  the  State  Treas- 
urer's Office  for  the  purpose  of  expediting  payment  of  refund  claims  on 
gasoline  and  motor  vehicle  collections. 

Due  from  Utilities  and  Other  Public  Service  Agencies  —  $94,175.00  — 
Exhibit  "A": 

The  item  of  $94,175.00  shown  on  Exhibit  "A"  consists  of  balances  of 
future  installments  due  from  utilities   and   other  public   service   agencies. 

These  accounts  arise  from  agreements  entered  into  with  the  North 
Carolina  State  Highway  Commission  for  participation  in  construction 
and  relocation  of  highways  and  bridges,  drainage  and  watershed  projects, 
and  for  other  miscellaneous  services  or  materials  furnished  by  the  High- 
way Commission. 

Due  from  Cities  and  Towns  — $6,310,460.25  — Exhibit  "A": 

This  amount  represents  balances  due  from  municipalities  resulting  from 
contracts  entered  into  with  the  North  Carolina  State  Highway  Commission 
for  participation  in  construction  projects,  maintenance  work  performed 
by  he  Highway  Commission,  balances  for  construction  of  water  lines  and 
systems,  and  other  miscellaneous  materials  or  supplies  furnished  them.

Due  from  Bond  Fund  —  $3,842,694.32  —  Exhibit  "A":

Allowances  for  Employees'  Vacation,  Sick  Leave,  Holidays,  and  Compensatory 
Leave  —  $9,824,503.03  —  Exhibit  "A": 

This  balance  represents  accruals  for  employees'  sick  leave,  annual  leave, 
holidays,  and  compensatory  leave  earned  in  excess  of  sick  leave,  annual 
leave,  holidays,  and  compensatory  leave  taken  since  November  1,  1959. 
On  November  1,  1959,  the  practice  of  recording  the  contingent  liability 
for  these  leave   accounts,   with   the   exception   of   compensatory   leave,   as 
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they  apply  to  the  productive  labor  forces,  was  initiated.  At  that  time,  it 
would  have  required  approximately  $5,381,371.00  to  record  on  the  books 
this  contingent  liability,  which  was  represented  by  451,694  days  sick 
leave,  reduced  to  an  experience  rate  of  55.7551%  and  136,564  days  annual 
leave,  both  computed  at  an  average  salary  rate  of  $3,630.00.

On  July  1,  1970,  there  was  a  balance  of  $7,509,569.01  in  Unappropriated 
Surplus  from  which  the  Governor  appropriated  $7,393,033.00  during  the 
fiscal  year  1970-71,  leaving  a  balance  of  $116,536.01.  It  will  be  noted 
from  the  above  analysis  that  this  balance  has  been  increased  by 
$5,890,883.00  representing  Unallotted  Current  and  Unreserved  Capital 
Improvements  Appropriations,  and  by  $23,425,584.34  representing  an 
excess  of  Actual  Revenue  over  Estimated  Revenue,  which  totals 
$29,316,467.34,  from  which  $22,291,911.76  has  been  reserved  for  operations 
during  the  fiscal  year  1971-72,  leaving  a  net  increase  of  $7,024,555.58. 
This,  when  added  to  the  unappropriated  balance  of  $116,536.01  results  in 
a  balance  of  $7,141,091.59  at  June  30,  1971. 

Revenue  —  Exhibit  "B": 

State  Revenue  collections  for  the  Current  Fund  were  estimated 
at  $277,377,500.00  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1971.  Actual  collec- 
tions amounted  to  $300,803,084.34,  resulting  in  the  collection  of 
$23,425,584.34  in  excess  of  the  estimated  amount.  Actual  revenue  collec- 
tions for  the  fiscal  year  were  approximately  8.4%  above  the  estimate. 

Federal  revenue  estimates  are  based  on  apportionments  by  the  Federal 
Government  of  Federal  Aid  Funds  for  participation  in  construction  and 
highway  planning  and  research.  These  estimates  were  revised  throughout 
the  year  as  changes  in  the  apportionments  were  received.  Exhibit  "B" 
shows  the  net  approtionments  made  during  the  year.  In  Exhibit  "D", 
there  is  an  analysis  of  the  unallotted  apportionments  at  the  beginning  of 
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the  year,  apportionments  during  the  year,  allotments  of  the  apportion- 
ments for  construction,  and  the  balance  available  on  June  30,  1971. 
Actual  revenue  collections  are  accrued  as  apportionments  are  made  by  the 
Federal  Government.  The  total  amount  of  funds  available  for  allotment 
during  the  year  was  $186,441,577.03,  allotments  amounted  to  $77,384,134.54, 
and  the  balance  available  for  allotments  on  June  30,  1971,  was 
$109,057,442.49  as  shown  on  Exhibit  "D".  Total  revenue  collections  against 
these  Federal  Aid  apportionments  of  funds  amounted  to  $114,796,765.71 
as  shown  on  Exhibit  "B". 

General  Comments: 

In  Exhibit  "C"  is  shown  unallotted  current  appropriation  balances  in 
the  amount  of  $5,846,082.04  and  unallotted  encumbrance  appropriations 
balances  in  the  amount  of  $148,397,772.62.  In  Exhibit  "B"  is  shown  an 
excess  of  actual  revenues  over  estimated  revenues  totaling  $23,425,584.34 
for  the  current  fund.  These  amounts,  together  with  a  balance  of 
$116,536.01  for  Unappropriated  Surplus  and  a  reserve  of  $63,169.88  for 
the  Highway  Beatutification  Program,  total  $177,849,144.89.  The  applica- 
tion of  these  balances  is  shown  in  the  following  statement:

EQUIPMENT  FUND 

The  Equipment  Fund  was  established  within  the  Highway  Commission  on 
July  1,  1957.  The  entire  operation  of  the  Equipment  Department  is  financed 
from  this  fund.  The  equipment  function  involves  the  purchase,  storage,  is- 
suance, repair,  and  maintenance  of  equipment  for  highway  operations.  It 
is  also  responsible  for  the  purchase,  storage,  and  issuance  of  fuel  and  acces- 
sories used  in  the  operation  of  this  rental  equipment.  Income  is  provided  in 
this  fund  by  a  rental  charge  to  the  departments  using  the  equipment.  Rental 
rates  include  factors  for  depreciation,  obsolescence,  and  operating  expenses 
of  the  Equipment  Department.  The  Fund  is  charged  for  departmental 
operating  expenses  of  the  Equipment  Department  and  the  purchase  of  new 
equipment.  It  is  credited  with  rental  income  from  the  Departments  using 
the  equipment  and  with  receipts  from  the  sale  of  rental  equipment.

STATE  HIGHWAY  BOND  FUND 

The  State  Highway  Bond  Fund  was  established  for  the  purpose  of  ac- 
counting for  expenditures  under  the  "State  Highway  Bond  Act  of  1965". 
This  Act,  which  is  set  forth  in  Chapter  46  of  the  1965  Session  Laws,  was 
enacted  by  the  1965  General  Assembly  authorizing  the  State  Treasurer  to 
issue  and  sell  bonds  of  the  State  to  be  designated  "State  of  North  Carolina 
Highway  Bonds"  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $300,000,- 
000.  The  Act  appropriated  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  these  bonds  to  the 
State  Highway  Commission  exclusively  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  im- 
proving or  relocating  roads,  bridges,  tunnels,  and  other  highway  facilities 
constituting  at  the  time  of  such  construction,  improvement  or  relocation,  a 
part  of  the  State  Highway  System.  The  Act,  which  was  subject  to  a  vote  of 
the  people  of  the  State,  was  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  at  a  special  election  held  on  November   ,  19*65. 

At  June  30,  1971  bonds  totalig  $295,000,000  had  been  issued,  and  of  this 
principal  amount  $55,000,000  of  the  bonds  had  become  due  and  had  been  re- 
deemed. These  transactions  were  handled  through  the  Debt  Service  Fund — 
Highway  Construction  Bonds  of  1965,  the  details  of  which  have  been  set 
forth  on  pages  15  and  16  of  the  firse  section  of  this  report. 

All  construction  or  improvment  in  Highway  facilities  performed  under 
the  Bond  Program  has  been  financed  by  the  use  of  cash  from  the  Highway 
Current  Sund,  and  the  Current  Fund  has  been  reimbursed  monthly  from  the 
Bond  Fund  from  cash  borrowed  by  the  issuance  of  Bond  Anticipation  Notes, 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  bonds,  or  from  cash  acquired  from  both 
sources. 

The  financial  condition  of  this  fund  at  June  30,  1971,  and  the  result  of 
operations  under  the  Bond  Program  for  the  period  extending  from  July  1, 
1965,  through  June  30,  1971,  are  presented  in  the  following  comments  and 
attached  Exhibits  "A"  and  "B"  and  supporting  Schedules  1  through  3: 

Cash  on  Deposit — State  Treasurer — $89,396,858.06 — Exhibit  "A": 

On  June  30,  1971,  the  balance  of  cash  deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer, 
which  was  obtained  from  the  sale  of  bonds  and  bond  anticipation  notes, 
amounted  to  $89,396,858.06. 

Bonds  Authorized  $300,000,000— Exhibit  "A": 
Bonds  Issued  $295,000,000.00— Exhibit  "A": 
Notes  Issued  $5,000,000— Exhibit  "A": 

Bonds  Authorized  and  Unissued  $  -0-  — Exhibit  "A": 

Bonds  totaling  $295,000,000  had  been  issued  on  June  30,  1971.  These 
bonds  were  issued  in  four  installments.  The  first  installment  was  issued 
February  1,  1967,  for  $60,000,000.00;  the  second  on  August  1,  1971,  for 
$60,000,000.00;  the  third  on  August  1,  1968,  for  $60,000,000.00  and  the  fourth 
installment  was  issued  February  1,  19/1,  lor  $115,000,000.00.  Of  the  $60,- 
000,000  Bond  Anticipation  Notes  issued  January  1,  1968,  $5,000,000.00  were 
redeemed  on  July  31,  1969.  It  is  the  State  Treasurer's  intention  that  bonds 
will  not  be  issued  for  this  amount.  All  bonds  authorized  have  been  issued 
as  of  June  30,  1971. 
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Due  to  Current  Fund— $3,842,694.32— Exhibit  "A": 

This  item  results  from  expenditures  made  from  the  Current  Fund  cash 
during  the  month  of  June,  1971 ;  on  the  construction  program  being  carried 
out  under  the  State  Highway  Bond  Act  of  1965.  The  Current  Fund  is  re- 
imbursed on  a  monthly  basis  from  the  Bond  Fund  with  cash  borrowed  by 
the  issuance  of  bond  anticipation  notes,  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of 
bonds,  or  from  cash  acquired  from  both  sources. 

Bond  Anticipation  Notes  Payable — $60,000,000 — Exhibit  "A": 

This  is  represented  by  outstanding  notes  issued  by  the  State  Treasurer  on 
February  12,  1970,  for  $60,000,000,  borrowed  in  anticipation  of  the  sale  of 
bonds  as  provided  by  the  State  Highway  Bond  Act  of  1965. 

Unallotted  Reserves— $13,801,061.30— Exhibit  "A": 

The  Act  authorized  the  issuance  of  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $300,000,000  which  has  been  increased  by  $171,998.50 
resulting  from  agreements  by  cities  and  towns  and  other  property  owners 
to  participate  in  the  cost  of  construction  and  improvement  under  the  bond 
program  in  that  amount  at  June  30,  1971.  Of  this  total  amount  of  $300,- 
171,998.50  to  become  available,  $286,370,937.20  had  been  allotted  to  specific 
work  orders  at  June  30,  1971,  leaving  an  unallotted  balance  of  $13,801,- 
061.30  as  shown  in  Exhibit  "A". 

Unexpended  Allotments— $11,643,602.44— Exhibit  "A": 

Of  the  $286,370,937.20  which  had  been  allotted  for  specific  jobs  or  work 
orders  at  June  30,  1971,  expenditures  of  $274,727,334.76  had  been  charged 
against  these  allotments  leaving  a  balance  of  $11,643,602.44. 

General 

By  reference  to  Exhibit  "A",  it  will  be  noted  that  the  balance  of  unallotted 
reserves  of  $13,801,061.30  and  the  unexpended  allotments  totaling  $11,643,- 
602.44  leaves  a  balance  of  $25,444,663.74  at  June  30,  1971,  to  be  spent  on  the 
Bond  Program.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  expenditures  of  $274,727,334.76, 
work  having  a  total  cost  of  $130, r<  85,659.76  had  been  completed  at  the  end  of 
the  Fiscal  Year  1970-71  on  the  system  as  follows:

The  financial  condition  of  the  Current  Fund,  Debt  Service  Fund — High- 
way Bond  Act  of  1965,  and  Equipment  Fund,  comprising  the  State  High- 
way Fund,  as  of  June  30,  1972,  and  the  results  of  operations  from  these 
Funds  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1972,  are  presented  in  the  follow- 
ing comments  and  attached  Exhibits,  UA"  through  "D",  and  supporting 
Schedules,  "1"  through  "7": 

CURRENT  FUND 

Cash  in  Banks — $21,325.00 — Exhibit  "A": 

Cash  in  Banks  consists  of  checking  accounts  established  in  various  banks 
throughout  the  State  for  the  payment  of  miscellaneous  emergency  bills  for 
less  than  $25.00.  Reimbursement  is  made  upon  submission  of  paid  invoices 
and  bills  or  receipts.  The  total  balance  in  these  funds  at  June  30,  1972,  is 
$21,325.00. 

Cash  on  Deposit — State  Treasurer — $223,528,220.75 — Exhibit  "A": 

On  June  30,  1972,  cash  deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer  in  the  Current 
Fund  amounted  to  $223,528,220.75  as  compared  with  $213,983,321.43  on 
June  30,  1971,  an  increase  of  $9,544,899.32. 

Certificates  of  Deposit — U.  S.  Government  Contract — $700,000.00 — Exhibit  "A": 

In  order  for  the  Highway  Commission  to  handle  the  financing  for  the 
relocation  of  US  64,  due  to  the  construction  of  the  New  Hope  Dam,  a  con- 
tract was  executed  with  the  U.  S.  Corps  of  Engineers  on  May  18,  1970, 
which  required  the  Highway  Commission  to  purchase  and  place  in  escrow, 
with  Wachovia  Bank  and  Trust  Company,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  cer- 
tificates of  deposit  in  the  amount  of  $1,500,000.00.  As  of  June  30,  1972, 
$800,000.00  of  this  deposit  has  been  released  leaving  a  balance  of  $700,- 
000.00. 

Travel  Advances  to  Employees — $33,829.50 — Exhibit  "A": 

Advances  are  made  to  employees  under  two  conditions  and  in  such 
amounts  considered  necessary  to  meet  existing  needs.  One  condition  is 
that  the  employee  is  assigned  to  work  or  travel  that  is  of  a  temporary 
nature,  and  the  second  is  when  the  nature  of  the  employee's  work  takes 
him  away  from  his  home  or  place  of  abode  and  requires  constant,  if  not 
continual,  travel.  The  third  condition  that  must  also  be  present  in  the 
preceding  circumstances  is  that  there  must  exist  a  need  for  funds  for  out- 
of-pocket  expenditures  in  an  amount  greater  than  that  the  employee  would 
normally  and  reasonably  be  expected  to  finance  from  his  own  personal 
funds.    These  advances  at  June  30,  1972,  amount  to  $33,829.50. 
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State  Departments,  Agencies,   and   Institutions — $2,014,899.39 — Exhibit  "A":

The  remaining  balance  of  $1,611,190.27  represents  charges  for  material 
or  services  furnished  various  State  Departments,  Agencies  or  Institutions.

On  July  1,  1971,  there  was  a  balance  of  $7,141,091.59  in  Unappropriated 
Surplus.  Of  the  $44,800.96  that  was  reserved  for  "Additional  Capital  Im- 
provement Needs"  there  was  a  balance  of  $15,793.65  which  was  transferred 
to  Unappropriated  Surplus  resulting  in  an  adjusted  balance  of  Unap- 
propriated Surplus  of  $7,156,885.24.  The  Governor  appropriated  the  en- 
tire amount  of  $7,156,885.24  during  the  fiscal  year  1971-72.  It  will  be  noted 
from  the   above   analysis   that   funds   are    provided    from    Unallotted    Ap- 
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propriations — Current  Operations  in  the  amount  of  $7,559,267.78,  excess 
of  Actual  Current  Fund  Revenue  over  Current  Fund  Estimated  Revenue 
in  the  amount  of  $12,595,381.05,  and  Unallotted  Appropriations — State — 
Aid  to  Municipalities  in  the  amount  of  $13,532,830.29,  which  totals  $33,- 
687,479.12,  from  which  $13,682,121.22  has  been  reserved  for  operations 
during  the  fiscal  year  1972-73,  leaving  an  Unappropriated  Surplus  Balance 
of  $20,005,357.90  at  June  30,  1972. 

Revenue — Exhibit  "B": 

State  Revenue  collections  for  the  Current  Fund  were  estimated  at  $307,- 
681,900.00  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1972.  Actual  collections 
amounted  to  $320,277,281.05,  resulting  in  the  collection  of  $12,595,381.05 
in  excess  of  the  estimated  amount.  Actual  revenue  collections  for  the  fiscal 
year  were  approximately  4.1%  above  the  estimate. 

Federal  Revenue  estimates  are  based  on  apportionments  by  the  Federal 
Government  of  Federal  Aid  Funds  for  participation  in  construction  and 
highway  planning  and  research.  These  estimates  were  revised  throughout 
the  year  as  changes  in  the  apportionments  were  received.  Exhibit  "B" 
shows  the  net  apportionments  made  during  the  year.  In  Exhibit  "D", 
there  is  an  analysis  of  the  unallotted  apportionments  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  apportionments  during  the  year,  allotments  of  the  apportion- 
ments for  construction,  and  the  balance  available  on  June  30,  1972.  Actual 
revenue  collections  are  accrued  as  apportionments  are  made  by  the  Federal 
Government.  The  total  amount  of  funds  available  for  allotment  during 
the  year  was  $221,302,420.02,  allotments  amounted  to  $112,112,426.00  and 
the  balance  available  for  allotments  on  June  30,  1972,  was  $109,189,994.02 
as  shown  on  Exhibit  "D".  Total  revenue  collections  against  these  Federal 
Aid  apportionments  of  funds  amounted  to  $112,244,977.53  as  shown  on 
Exhibit  "B". 

General  Comments: 

In  Exhibit  "C"  is  shown  unallotted  current  appropriation  balances  in 
the  amount  of  $7,559,267.78  and  unallotted  encumbrance  appropriation 
balances  in  the  amount  of  $145,791,831.47.  In  Exhibit  "B"  is  shown  an 
excess  of  actual  revenues  over  estimated  revenues  totaling  $12,595,381.05 
for  the  current  fund.  These  amounts,  together  with  a  reserve  of  $9,552,- 
431.88  for  Appropriations  in  Excess  of  Estimated  Revenue  and  a  reserve 
of  $8,567.88  for  the  Highway  Beautification  Program,  total  $175,507,480.06.

EQUIPMENT  FUND 

The  Equipment  Fund  was  established  within  the  Highway  Commission  on 
July  1,  1957.  The  entire  operation  of  the  Equipment  Department  is  financed 
from  this  fund.  The  equipment  function  involves  the  purchase,  storage, 
issuance,  repair,  and  maintenance  of  equipment  for  Highway  operations.  It 
is  also  responsible  for  the  purchase,  storage,  and  issuance  of  fuel  and  acces- 
sories used  in  the  operation  of  this  rental  equipment.  Income  is  provided  in 
this  fund  by  a  rental  charge  to  the  Departments  using  the  equipment. 
Rental  rates  include  factors  for  depreciation,  obsolescence,  and  operating 
expenses  of  the  Equipment  Department.  The  Fund  is  charged  for  depart- 
mental operating  expenses  of  the  Equipment  Department  and  the  purchase 
of  new  equipment.  It  is  credited  with  rental  income  from  the  Departments 
using  the  equipment  and  with  receipts  from  the  sale  of  rental  equipment.

STATE  HIGHWAY  BOND  FUND 

The  State  Highway  Bond  Fund  was  established  for  the  purpose  of  ac- 
counting for  expenditures  under  the  "State  Highway  Bond  Act  of  1965". 
This  Act,  which  is  set  forth  in  Chapter  46  of  the  1965  Session  Laws,  was 
enacted  by  the  1965  General  Assembly  authorizing  the  State  Treasurer  to 
issue  and  sell  bonds  of  the  State  to  be  designated  "State  of  North  Carolina 
Highway  Bonds"  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $300,000,- 

000.  The  Act  appropriated  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  these  bonds  to  the 
State  Highway  Commission  exclusively  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  im- 
proving or  relocating  roads,  bridges,  tunnels,  and  other  highway  facilities 
constituting  at  the  time  of  such  construction,  improvement  or  relocation,  a 
part  of  the  State  Highway  System.  The  Act,  which  was  subject  to  a  vote 
of  the  people  of  the  State,  was  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  at  a  special  election  held  on  November  2,  1965. 

All  construction  or  improvement  in  Highway  facilities  performed  under 
the  Bond  Program  has  been  financed  by  the  use  of  cash  from  the  Highway 
Current  Fund,  and  the  Current  Fund  has  been  reimbursed  monthly  from  the 
Bond  Fund  from  cash  borrowed  by  the  issuance  of  Bond  Anticipation  Notes, 
from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  bonds,  or  from  cash  acquired  from  both 
sources. 

The  financial  condition  of  this  fund  at  June  30,  1972,  and  the  result  of 
operations  under  the  Bond  Program  for  the  period  extending  from  July  I, 
1965,  through  June  30,  1972,  are  presented  in  the  following  comments  and 
attached  Exhibits  "A",  "B",  and  "C"  and  supporting  Schedules  1  through  3: 

Cash  on  Deposit — State  Treasurer — $18,172,970.72 — Exhibit  "A": 

On  June  30,  1972,  the  balance  of  cash  deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer, 
which  was  obtained  from  the  sale  of  bonds  amounted  to  $18,172,970.72. 

Bonds  Authorized  $300,000,000— Exhibit  "A": 
Bonds  Issued  $295,000,000.00— Exhibit  "A": 
Notes  Issued  $5,000,000— Exhibit  "A": 
Bonds  Authorized  and  Unissued  $  -0-  — Exhibit  "A": 

Bonds  totaling  $295,000,000  had  been  issued  on  June  30,  1972.  These  bonds 
were  issued  in  four  installments.    The  first  installment  was  issued  February 

1,  1967,  for  $60,000,000.00;  the  second  on  August  1,  1967,  for  $60,000,000.00; 
the  third  on  August  1,  1968,  for  $60,000,000.00  and  the  fourth  installment 
was  issued  February  1,  1971,  for  $115,000,000.00.  Of  the  $60,000,000  Bond 
Anticipation  Notes  issued  January  1,  1968,  $5,000,000.00  were  redeemed  on 
July  31,  1969.  It  is  the  State  Treasurer's  intention  that  bonds  will  not  be 
issued  for  this  amount.  All  bonds  authorized  have  been  issued  as  of  June 
30,  1972. 

Due  to  Current  Fund— $1,413,222.81— Exhibit  "A": 

This  item  results  from  expenditures  made  from  the  Current  Fund  cash 
during  the  month  of  June,  1972;  on  the  construction  program  being  carried 
out  under  the  State  Highway  Bond  Act  of  1965.  The  Current  Fund  is  re- 
imbursed on  a  monthly  basis  from  the  Bond  Fund  with  cash  from  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  bonds. 
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Unallotted  Reserves— $10,1 68,446.24— Exhibit  "A": 

The  Act  authorized  the  issuance  of  bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $300,000,000  which  has  been  increased  by  $196,128.06 
resulting  from  agreements  by  cities  and  towns  and  other  property  owners  to 
participate  in  the  cost  of  construction  and  improvement  under  the  bond  pro- 
gram in  that  amount  at  June  30,  1972.  Of  this  total  amount  of  $300,196,- 
128.06  to  become  available,  $290,027,681.82  had  been  allotted  to  specific 
work  orders  at  June  30,  1972,  leaving  an  unallotted  balance  of  $10,168,446.24 
as  shown  in  Exhibit  "A". 

Unexpended  Allotments— $6,591,301.67— Exhibit  "A": 

Of  the  $290,027,681.82  which  had  been  allotted  for  specific  jobs  or  work 
orders  at  June  30,  1972,  expenditures  of  $283,436,380.15  had  been  charged 
against  these  allotments  leaving  a  balance  of  $6,591,301.67. 

General 

By  reference  to  Exhibit  "A",  it  will  be  noted  that  the  balance  of  unallotted 
reserves  of  $10,168,446.24  and  the  unexpended  allotments  totaling  $6,591,- 
301.67  leaves  a  balance  of  $16,759,747.91  at  June  30,  1972,  to  be  spent  on  the 
Bond  Program.  It  is  to  be  noted  that  of  the  expenditures  of  $283,436,380.15, 
work  having  a  total  cost  of  $175,319,564.03  had  been  completed  at  the  end  of 
the  Fiscal  Year  1971-72  on  the  systems  as  follows: 

Primary  System $  65,520,220.33 

Secondary  System 68,817,421.85 

Urban  System 40,981,921.85

The  details  of  the  funds  authorized  for  the  various  divisions,  counties,  and 
cities  and  towns  under  the  Primary,  Secondary,  and  Urban  Systems,  to- 
gether with  the  allocations  to  work  orders,  expenditures,  and  unexpended 
balances  have  been  set  forth  in  Schedules  1,  2,  and  3. 

The  overdrafts  in  the  amounts  appearing  in  Schedules  1,  2,  and  3  are 
subject  to  adjustment  to  bring  the  expenditures  within  the  Allocations  pro- 
vided by  the  Act. 

DEBT  SERVICE  FUND— HIGHWAY  CONSTRUCTION  BONDS  OF  1965 

All  receipts  and  expenditures  for  reduction  of  the  bonded  indebtedness  for 
Highway  Construction  Bonds  of  1965  as  authorized  and  issued  under  Chapter 
46,  Session  Laws  of  1965,  were  recorded  through  this  Fund.

A  total  of  $300,000,000.00  bonded  indebtedness  was  authorized  by  Chapter 
46  of  the  1965  Session  Laws.  As  of  June  30,  1972,  bonds  totaling  $295,000,- 
000.00  had  been  issued  of  which  $78,000,000.00  has  been  retired,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $217,000,000.00  bonds  outstanding  as  shown  in  Exhibit  "C". 
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
